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The newest mental health service 
fgr children in Chinatown，CDC，is 
funded by a renewable annual grant 
oOyer a 6-7 year term from the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
(NHMH)， It is the second most 
expefisive health program in China- 
toWn， Second to Northeast Medical 
Seivices (NEMS). 

AS first proposed，the drop-in 
celitef Was designed to encourage 
parents engaged in Shopping， 
language study，of work to drop 
their children at the clinic for a 
limited period of time during the 
Week，The drob-in idea was in- 
tended to be a“low profile"”” ap- 
proach to encourage parents to get 
Overtheir traditional fears of mental 
health. 

Once in the centet，children find 
themselves in an attractive Second 
home filled with trained child care 
Workers and interesting toys and 
tools. Hopeftully，such an environ- 
ment will stimulate intellectual, 
emotional，and social growth.，For 
the parents， they can socialize and 
afe encouraged to discuss child 
rearing practices with knowl- 
edgeable staff members. Group 
meetings for parents are planned to 
encourage them to organize dis- 
cussionm groups and self-help groups. 

“Parents can come in any time 
during the drop-in period (10a.m. - 
4 p.m Monday through Saturday， 
except Friday，10a.m。，- 1p.m.). 
Lectures are given on Wednesday on 
child devyelopment and nutrition 
with sta 人 members and outside 
guests participating,” said Susan 
Sumig，research evaluator at the 
centet， 

Ms. Sung went on to say that the 
Ceniter Serves children from infancy 
to 13 years of age, Play therapy and 
counseling are offered by members

However, those who have found a 
comfortable home at 716 9acra- 
mento Street will soon have to pack 
up and move to 222 Columbus 
Street. Tom Jue, CDC project direc- 
tor，expressed the need and long 
search for a permanent site: “We ve 
been looking for a blace since 
February of last year. The 716 loca- 
tion is too small and noisy. Since we 
don't have a long term lease on this 
building，we can't make any TenO- 
vations。 We need more office and 
conference space.” 

The new site was confirmed in an 
intervew with Dr. Arthur Carfagni， 
Director of Northeast Community 
Mental Health Services (NEMS). 
“Wehope the clinic will be ready by 
April 1 said Carfagni， Recent 
favorable- classification of the 
property by the Public Works 
Department ended 3a previous 
problem of possible building code 
Violations connected with the site. 

However，not everyone is happy 
with the new site. Dr. Sanford Tom， 
project director of the mental health 
services unit at 1548 Stockton Street 
and one of those largely responsible 
for writing CDC's original proposal， 
feels the Columbus Street site will be 
the “greatest tragedy” for the 
Program. 

“When the project was written 
up, wehad in mind a clinic situated 
in the market place of the commun- 
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naturally,” he said， “The heavy 
traffic on Columbts Street and the 
nightclubs on Broadway street 
would discourage parents from 
coming to the center.” 

While Carfagni and Jue concede 
that the Columbus site has its draw- 
backs, they claim it is still the only 
“feasible” and “available” site im 
Chinatown. Previously suggested 
Sites taken UP by a site comimittee 
during the past yeat were rejected 
because of possible conflict of inter- 
ests and _ financial considerations. 

“Though the site is not ideal, it is 
close to the center of Chinatown. 
The tra 伍 c problem along Columbus 
Street can be handled by hired 
monitors,”suggested Mason Wong， 
Director of Youth Services and a 
member of the site committee，

Another opinion came from Floyd 
Huen，a_ pre-med student here to 
observe _ health services in China- 
town: “From reading the proposal, 工 
can see how important the location 
is to the success of the project.

KPFA axes Chinese Voice 


In what was described as an 
“indirect，abrupt, and rude”man- 
per， 开 PFA acting Program direc- 
tor， Warren Van Orden，axed 
Chinese Media Committee's 
“Chinese Youth Voice”from the 
radio station?s programming，ef- 
fective February，1974. 

In a short meeting Dec. 21 
with coordinators of Chinese 
Media Committee (CMC)，“Chinese 
Youth Voice (CYV),”and “Du- 
pont Guy,”the half-hour English 
portion，Van Orden read a letter 
giving reasons why the hour-long 
Mandarin program was being dis- 
continued.， 

“We have decidedqd we are no 


longer interested in presenting 
Mandarin language Programs on 
有 PFA . . . (because we believe) 
there are very few people who 
do not also understand English; 
。the programming is being 
duplicated on another station in 
the area ( 儿 ALW); and we have 
not seen significant resp onse from 
the program's audience,”he read. 
In an interview with 卫 /W,Judy 
Poon，co-ordinator of CYV，re- 
sponded to the above reasons by 
saying that there are Imany Man- 
darin-speaking immigrants in the 
Bay Area who do not speak Eng- 
lish; it is irrelevant to say another 
station is repeating the prograrmmn 
(<That's just saying someone else 
is not racist,”she said.); 玉 PFA 
is not serving the“general”com- 
munity when it only provides 2 兄

lation; and CYVW has been one of 
the few Third World programs 
successful in getting subscribers

She also pointed out that the 
arbitrary manner in which man- 
agement made their decision to 
cut out CYV is a_ further indica- 
tion of the station's irresponsible 
and racist pojlicies， In the past， 
she -claimned， 开 PFA has unduly 


harrassed CYV staff at the studio， 
Pre-empted and changed broadcast 
times without advance notice, and 
violated a signed agreement of 
Aug. 21，1973 to provide CYV 
with technical assistance and an 
end of a three month probation- 
ary period. 

As a restult of KPRA manage- 
Iment's actions，CYV is submitting 
alist of grievances and demands， 
asking that CYV be continued; 
Asian programrming be expanded 
to at least 5% total airtime; and 
PFA abide by the Aug. 21 agree- 
ment.

The State Industrial Welfare 
Comrmnission has set a new mini- 
mum wage of 4$2 per hour for

The commission's_ order boosts 
the current $1:65 minimuni wage 
for adults established in 1968 as 
well as the 4$41.35 minimnum for

The Dec. 9 issue 
of the“Times”carried the order of 
the Minister of the Interior，Ling 
Ching-Shen，which stated that no 
Private dancing parties will be held 
from Christmas to New Years Day. 

Moreover，all public ,establish- 
ments such as restaurants，bars， tea 
houses，and anything usually le 信 
open late at night，except hotels， 
must turn o 企 their inside lights at 12 
midnight beginning on Dec. 8.

SAVE ENERGY

tation and reflection on the meaning 
of the birth of Jesus, not a time for 
crazy fun. 

During this time，the editorial 
continued, the people will be able to 
see a marked change in the life of 
society 一 a life to enjoy in Peace， 

There is ar urge by the govern- 
ment to return to the simple life and 

foregoluxuries. Since there is a need 
to conserve energy, the cultural re- 
form can be conveniently combined 
with it. 

But the Ministry of Interior s 
public relations o 值 ce specifically 
said that ifit were not for the ener8gy 
crisis，Christmas parties would -be 
allowed.

agtee, however, They have Said that 


the government is using the ener8y 
crisis as an exctse to stop the danc- 
ing parties. 

In Taiwan， at any time of year, 让 
one wants to have a private party,，a 
permit must first be obtained | 
the nearest police station.
